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CSUS archaeology students uncover ancient Chinese civilizations

On the side of Virginatown Road 
near Lincoln, Calif., 130-year-old Chi- 
nese soy sauce bottles and rice bowls 
push up through the dirt like porcelain 
seedlings. Submerged in the soil on 
both sides of the road are opium pipes, 
bone tooth brushes, revolvers and Chi 
nese Cleavers. The artifacts are castoffs 
fromthe Chinese miners who lived here 
during the California Gold Rush 

Since the spring of 1992, Sacramento 
State archaeology students and profes- 
sors have harvested the relics in an 
ongoing effort to interpret what life in 
Virginiatown was like for Chinese min 
ers from 1851 to 1880 

During the Rush, the 
‘Chinatown” on the outskirts of 
Virginiatown housed opium dens, im- 
port stores and a Joss House (a Chinese 
place of worship). Now the Chinatown 
site is owned by Hiroshi Matsuda, who 
runs a bonsai nursery there 

If the local folklore is true, his land 
may once have been the center of a 
2,000-member Chinese community. 
LastSaturday, however, there wereonly 
a handful of student archaeologists and 
professors present. The archaeologists 
are part of a field work class coordi 
nated through the university's Institute 
of Archaeology and Cultural Studies

“If acompany had hired us to do the 


work we've completed so far, it would 
have cost them about $150,000.” said 
Jerald Johnson, an anthropology pro 
fessor ana the director of the Institute of 
Archaeology and Cultural Studies 

Before the class begins work ona 
new site, the archaeologists «x rape off 
the surface debris. Then they use twine 
to mark a gnd over the site. Like ani 
mated chess pieces on a giant chess 
board, each student then toils withina 
single square on the grid 

According to Melissa Farncomb, who 
is writing her master’s thesis on the 
Virginiatown excavation, the excava- 
tors usually find relics within two feet 
of the surface 

‘When you find anartifact, you want 
to reach in and grab it out. But it’s been 
sitting there for 150 years; another few 
weeks won't make a difference, 
Farncomb said. “We excavate all the 
dirt around it until it is sitting on the 
surtace, then we lift it cut.” 

This allows archaeologists to under 
stand therelic’srelationship to the things 
around it 

“If you take out each artifact as you 
find it, you can excavate a pyramid one 
block at a time and never know what 


you re digging up,” she said 

After members of the field class exca- 
vate ‘dragonfly bowl” shards or floral 
print tea cups, they place their finds in 
plastic bags. On the bags, they write 
their names, the date the artifacts were 
found and the original locations and 
depths of the artifacts. This information 
is important when the pieces are pro- 
cessed in the university archaeology 
laboratory 

After the artifacts are uncovered 
the treasure hunt ends and the archae-

in the laboratory, the students scatter 
the ceramic pieces along a worktable 
and begin reconstructing the artifacts 
Piecing together the bowls and jars is 
like working a threedimensional puzzle 
Unfortunately, each fragment isn’t like 
an interlocking puzzle piece 

Uhe archaeologists use masking tape 
to put the pieces together. Eventually 
the finished artifacts are permanently 
glued

Virginiatown artifacts, including large 
tood jars. The ubiquitous food jars led 
the archaeologists to conclude that the 
Chinese miners maintained their food 
traditions and ethnic identities and 
traded regularly with merchants in their 
home country 

According to university anthropology 
professor Howard Gokifned—whoisone 
of the supervisors at thedig—many of the 
Chinese miners planned toretumtoChina 

“If you went back to China with $500 of 
gold, you would be a very important 
individual,” Goldfned said 

Regardless of whether they went back 
wealthy and alive, ordead and encased in 
a bunal jar, most of the Chinese miners 
returned to their homeland 

According to the Chinese beliefs of the 
time, the soulsof the dead did not rest until 
they were interred in China, Johnson said 

The Chinese miners’ desire to ship the 
bones of their dead hack to China helped 
them maintain ties to their homeland, but 
it also was one of many aultural differ 
ences some Euro-American miners used 
to jushty the oppressive mistreatment of 
Chinese people 

Through reading old newspapers like 
the buacc rs Herald and researching other 
hustoncal Gocuments, the archaeologists 
found that the Chinese, along with other 
immigrants, paid a foreign miners tax. In 
1850, a law was passed that banned Chi-

nese people from testifying against white 
people in court 

Anarticle in the Placer Herald reported 
that Virginiatown citizens and property 
holders banished the Chinese miners to 
the outskirts of town, claiming that their 
homes were fire hazards because of their 
“extreme Carelessness. ” 

This expulsion in 1860 has led toa very 
defined Chinatown archaeological site 
approximately 200 yards from what used 
to be Virginiatown. Famcomb expects to 
find general stores and mining equip 
ment stores in the Chinatown area since 
the attitudes of the Euro-American min 
ers someti nes limited interaction between 
the two communities 

Although the university archaeology 
field class has been working at the site for 
almost two years, Johnson says that be 
Cause of summer breaks and the necessity 
of working only on weekends, they have 
only worked approximately 60 full days 

lohnson predicts that at their current 
pace, the Virginiatown project will re 
quire another six to eight years of work 

As the work progresses, the processed 
artifacts will be used for teaching pur-

“In the spring we will exhibit many ot 
the artifacts at the institute museum in 
Mendocino Hall. We also plan to loan the 
artifacts for any future Virginiatown ex

It was just a couple of months ago, it 
seems, that the State Hornet ran a story on 
University Transportation and Parking 
Services’ plans to begin immediately 
citing and impounding illegally parked 
bicycles on campus. 

Bikes were being chained willy-nilly all 
over campus, they said, to trees, light poles 
and Library railings. 

Not only were these illegal chainings 
against UTAPS policy, UTAPS personnel 
insisted, but more importantly, people with 
disabilities were having their access to 
buildings limited by all the bikes in their 
way. 

Something had to be done. 

Nothing was. 

Not a single bike has been cited or 
impounded since the supposed “zero 
tolerance” policy began. While UTAPS 
officials say the numbers of illegally 
parked bikes has decreased substantially, 
there just might be another couple of 
reasons -— one being the cold weather. 

Another might be that they have no way 
to identify the unregistered bikes UTAPS 
policy allows to be impounded. 

Nor can they issue the $5 fines they 
threatened students with. 

Nor do they have anywhere to put these 
impounded bikes until they are claimed. 

Huh. 
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Doesn’t sound like a well thought-out 
plan. And (surprise) it hasn't been imple- 
mented. 

It is doubtful UTAPS ever planned to 
impound bikes at all. They just wanted to 
scare people into complying with campus 
bicycle parking regulations and launched a 
half-baked scheme full of dire conse- 
quences to drive their point home. 

But these “consequences” have no teeth. 
Section 2.06 of the CSUS bicycle regula- 
tions only allows for a $2 fine, not the $5 
one students were told. Also, it says that 
unregistered bikes have to be registered 
prior to being released to their owners, 
even though the registration is how bikes 
are to be identified by their owners. 

But where to put all these bikes, which 
could run into the hundreds since UTAPS 
policy says they can impound any unregis- 
tered bikes on campus regardless of where 
they park (even though the parking offic- 
ers supervisor said they could not cite 
bikes that weren’t registered since they 
ha! no way to track them)? 

And how to get the unregistered ones 
properly identified so their rightful owners 
can pay their whopping $2 fine and im- 
poundment fee? 

What a convoluted process. What a 
disorganized system. What chaos. 

What a bunch of hooey.
